His tour extended over several months and 
embraced the jeading European capitals.

GUARD WHIPS NEGRO 
CONVICT T0 DEATH 


His Back Bruised and Lacerated in a 
Horrible Manner. 


NOW IN JAIL AS A MURDERER 


Bob Cannon Lashes a Prisoner Who 
Dies in a Few Hours. 


CORONER DIGS UP THE DEAD BODY 


Evidence Shows That the Burial Took 
Place at Night and That a Bad 
Béating Had Been Inflicted. 


Washington, Ga., April 12.—(Special.)— 
The little village of Tyrone is stirred up 
more than it has been for ‘the last twenty 
years over the death of Frank McRae, a 
negro convict in the camp of Griffin Bros., 
ten miles from Washington. 

The convict was severely whipped last 
Friday by Bob Cannon, one of the guards. 
Saturday a citizen from that locality came 
to Washington and told Sheriff Calloway 
the circumstances of the negro’s death and 
requested that he send the coroner to in- 
vestigate it, but Coroner Amason refused 
to go until ordered to do so by Judge W. 
H. Toombs, judge of the county court, as 
several coroners had held inquests recently 
and received no pay. From this cause 
everything was delayed until today. 

Coroner Amason went to the camp with 


orders from Judge "Foombs to thoroughly 


investigate the negro’s death. He carried 
with him Dr. John J. Hill, A. L. King, J. 
W. Latimer and Deputy Sheriff John L. 
Hill, who composed part of the jury. 

The body was exhumed and stripped of 
its convict stripes and carefully examined 
by Dr. Hill and he became convinced that 
the negro’s death was caused from the 
whipping he had received. 

With all the evidence offered by eye wit- 
nesses to the deed the coroner’s jury ren- 
dered the verdict as follows: 

"We, the jury, find that Frank McRae 
came to his death by a severe flogging at 
the hands of Bob Cannon,” 

The deputy sheriff and party who were 
with him this morning returned, bringing 
with them Cannon, who was lodged in 
jail, charged with the murder of Frank 
McRae. 

The prisoner talked freely about the 
whipping and seemed confident of his ac- 
quittal when his case comes to trial. 

He says in his statement: 

“T have been a guard at Griffin Bros.’ 
camp,” said he, “for about two months 
and had a great deal of trouble with the 
negro I am accused of killing. He was 
subject to crazy spells and became violent 
and unmanageable about twice a month, 
sometimes oftener. On the morning of 
Friday, April 8th, we were clearing up new 
ground with three or four hands, he be- 
ing among the number. He suddenly quit 
working and raised his ax aloft, saying: 

‘**y will kill the first man that touches 


me. 
“The ax was finally taken from him with 


the assistance of the other convicts and I 
gave him a good thrashing. He worked 
along for awhile and I thought I would 
have no more trouble with him; but on 
account of his refusing to work I was 
forced to whip him again about 12 o'clock, 
and immediately afterwards the was seized 
with one of his crazy spells. He would 
stand about ten feet from a stump and 
run himself headforemost against it with 
all his power. He did this several t!mes, 
injuring himself severely before he could 
be carried to his house. 

“I thought no more of it until I was told 
that he was at his house in a dying condi- 
tion. I went to him and did all I could for 
him, but he died about 4 o’clock Friday. 
We buried him Saturday morning in his 
convict stripes. 

"TJ don’t think I will have any trouble 
coming clear, as I have several witnesses 
who saw him butting his head against 
the stump, which I can prove caused his 


_@eath.” 


Cannon’s statement differs wholly from 
the evidence brought out In the trial be- 
fore the coroner’s jury. 


Witnesses stated that the negro was un- 


mercifully beaten and his back and sides 
were raw and bloody. The witnesses say, 
too, that he was buried secretly Saturday 
morning before daybreak.

Macon, Ga., April 12.—(Special Corre- 
spondence to The Constitution.)}—A woman, 
very old, very feeble, very bad, very every- 
thing that is ungentle and unfeminine—but 
still a woman—has spent nearly two years 
in a little iron box at Macon with an open- 
ing in front of her just big enough for her 
to see the ugly framework of a scaffold 
on which several men have been hanged. 
and on which several other men will be 
hanged soon. 

The woman is to be hanged, too, and the 
scaffold, which is the first thing she looks 
at in the morning, which is the goal of her 
vision during the day and which is the last 
specter that haunts her at night, would 
long ago have stamped its awful image 
on her brain had she a brain which any- 
thing human could impress.

When visitors to the 
jail peer at her through the_ grated en- 
trance to her cell and ask her who she is, 
she replies affably enough: ‘ 

‘“T am Lizzie Nobles, please ma’m.”’

Jeffersonville, Ga., Apri] 12.—(Special.)— 
For the second time in less than six 
months Thomas Shaw, the alleged accom- 
plice of Warren B. Criswell in removing 
a rail at the Stone creek trestle upon the 
Southern railway in Twiggs county, which 
caused the disastrous wreck upon the 
night of the 25th of March, 1896, is upon 
trial for his life. 

The prisoner is a mian small in stature, 
of a dark complexion and about twenty- 


four years of age. 

The superior court convened at 10 o’clock 
this morning, Judge ©. C. Smith presiding. 
Judge Smith announced that the entire 
time of the court would be consumed in 
the trial of the case and that no civil bus- 
iness would be heard, unless an early ter- 
mination should admit a trial of a few 
cases by consent of the local bar. 

The state announced ready, but the de- 
fense moved for a continuance upon the 
ground of the absence of a material wit- 
ness, a Mrs. Anderson. After consultation 
between counsel for the state and the ac- 
cused it was agreed that the evidence of 
this witness given in upon the trial of 
Shaw at the December adjourned term 
of the court, and reported by the offictal 
stenographers, be used in the event of the 
continued absence of the witness. 

A jury was made up in about three 
hours, the state having ‘exhausted its 
quota of strikes when the sixth juryman 
Was secured.

The Work of Good Women. 

And, what is more, the women who are 
trying to save Mrs. Nobles are good women.

on their petition, it should Be sald for them 
that they are thoroughly in earaest in their 
work and believe in their honest little 
hearts that they are doing nothing but their 
duty. Many curious things have happened 
since this work was begun. Families have 
split over the question, and disputes unend- 
ing are today taking place about the din- 
ner table and around the social circle. 

To tell the siory of one such incident as 
this is sufficient to illustrate the situation. 
A prominent young attorney who is known 
throughout the state, signed the petition 
for (Mrs. Nobles some weeks ago. A little 
later he repented of his action when he be- 
came better acquainted with the facts of 
the case and announced his intention of 
personally appearing before the governor to 
request a withdrawal of his signature. He 
informed his mother of this, who responded 
by bursting into tears and pleading with 
him to reconsider his resolution. He learned 
for the first time that she was a leader'in 
the movement to secure a pardon and a 
regular weekly visitor to the jail. The re- 
sult may be imagined. 

On the other side the feeling is equally 
strong, but not so well directed. It is im- 
possible to exaggerate the strength of the 
sentiment in many quarters which favors 
the execution of Mrs. Nobles and her negro 
tool, Gus Famblés, and which in one way 
or another will make as vigorous a protest 
as possible before the governor. Of course, 
this feeling is almost entirely masculine. 
The men believe that Mrs. Nobles should 
be hanged not only’as a punishment for 
the horrible crime of which ghe has been. 
convicted, but as a precedent to a class of 
people among. whom such crimes are by 
no meats uncommon. Since Mrs. Nobles 
killed her husband other women have kill- 
ed their husbands, and the voting element 
of the commiunity is unwilling to have it 
go abroad that no woman can be hanged 
in Georgia. < ae 

Should Women Be Hanged? 

For that is practically what it raeans. 
One could scarcely conceive of a mote hor- 
rible offense than that of which this wo- 
man is accused, whether the case of ,Lu- 
cretia Borgia {is cited in past generations 
or that of Mrs. Drew or Mrs. Halliday in 
the present. The only feature which one 
can contemplate with feélings of leniency 
toward the accused is that which comes 


from a personal study and observation of 


the woman, of her people, of her time and 
of her environments. On the issue involved 
in such contemplation her life must, of ne- 


‘cessity, depend, and the question becomes, 


theréfore, one of psychology and not of 
law; of philosophy and not of fact.

The Southern Circuit bicycle season in 


Atlanta is on. 

No fairer picture has ever been seen 
than that presented at the Coliseum last 
night when the tap of the bell sent the 
riders in the first race spinning along the 
track at breakneck speed, 

The magnificent building in which the 
races are held has undergone a wonderful 
change since the close of the exposition. 

Men and boys last night were every- 
where. The total of the crowd was about 
3,000. 

Long before the first race was scheduled 
the scene was all activity. In the grand 
stand the audience was moving to and fro, 
while securing seats, and around the track 
were speeding a number of racers, togged 
out in their scanty but picturesque cas- 
tumes. These multi-colored sweaters and 
knickerbockers were one of the features 
of the evening. Some of the outfits were 
marvels in construction and general ap- 
pearance. All the colors of the rainbow 
were there, made up into many strange 
combinations. 

Many of the spectators at the Coliseum 
last night witnessed an up-to-date bicycle 
race for the first time, and it was a mar- 
vellous affair to them. The dangerous 
looking incline on which the track is built 
at the turns was commented on more than 
any other one thing. The daring and dan- 
serous riding of the circuit chasers held 
the timid spectators in suspense from the 
time the starter said ‘“‘go’’ until the tape 
Was crossed at the finish. 

The racing was the finest evér seen on an 
Atlanta track. The men seemed ‘to be in 
the best of spirits and went into each event 
with .a determination to win right from 
the jump. 

The fastest heat made during the evening 
was the fourth of the first race—one mile 
open professional—reeled off in two min- 
utes and thirteen and one-fifth seconds, 
and won by J. Eaton, the New Jersey 
crack, who did his first night’s racing with 
the Southern Circuit riders. 

The fastest lap, one-sixth of a mile, was 
made by Bobby Walthour, the young At- 
lanta boy, in 18% seconds. 

Four Atlanta boys were represented in 
the races run last night, and all gave a 
comparatively good account of themselves. 
Bob Walthour was by far the favorite of 
the evening, and when he won the fast 
fifth heat of the first race, was given an 
cvation, 

Tne other Atlantians were Russell Wal- 
thour, who came out third in a heat with 
very fast company, C. D. Bolles, who gave 
the best of them a hard fight at the brush, 
and “Kid” Spier, who proved a promising 


rider. 
Two Men Were Hurt. 

Only two of the racers were hurt. In 
the first heat of the evening O. L. Stevens, 
of New York, took a bad tumble on the 
first turn. He lay stunned for an instant, 
but was quickly attended to by his trainer, 
and aside from a few bruises and a sprain- 
ed arm, escaped unhurt. 

At the finish of the final of the second 
race John.Chapman, the Atlanta boy, took 
a header from his, machine. He was not 
badly hurt and quickly jumped to his feet. 

During the interim between events the 
Fitth Regiment band played marches and 
greatly enlivened the occasion. 

Two races were run. The first was a 
mile open professional. Six heats were 
first raced, and the leaders in each, and 
the second man in the fastest, were qual- 
ified to participate in the final. The sec- 
ond race was a mile, invitation event, in 
which only those riders who had not won 
a prize in the first race were allowed to 
er.ter. Fve heats: wore run, the two lead- 
ers in each entering the final. 

The first race wis won by Al Weinig, 
who leads the circuit chasers in the point 
of races won this season. Weinig is a 
magnificent rider and has a steady nerve. 
Decker, of Chicago, was second, and Steen- 
son, of St. Paul, third. The time of the 
final heat was 2:301-5. First prize, $50; 
second, $30; third, $20. 

The second and final race of the even- 
ing was won by Charlies Wells, of San 
Francisco, with Carpenter, of New Jersey, 
second and Con Baker, of Ohio, third. In 
this race there were six prizes, ranging 
from $30 to $8, divided between the first 
six men.

Arrives in the City and Plays at the 


Grand Tonight. | 

Mme. Teresa Carreno arrived in the city 
yesterday afternoon, and is now at the 
Aragon. It has been a good. many years 
since Mme. Carreno was in Atlanta, and 
she was quick to note the great changes 
‘that had been made. 

There has been much discussion here by 
those who heard the great musician when 
sh2 was here last, many © declaring: they. 
had heard her sing, and as many declaring 
she had not. This was told her yesterday, 
and she said that she had sung here, and 
that it was about fourteen years ago when 
she was here with an: operatic concert 
ccmpany, with her second husband, Tag- 
Iiapetria. The soprano of the company 
was taken sick and there was no time to 
secure another sit.ger, so Mme. Carreno 
filled the place of the singer besides doing 
her part of the programme at the. piano. 

The artiste was asked about the details 
cf her recent reception in - Chicago, of 
which much has been said. “One hates 
to talk about one’s self,” she replied, quick- 
ly, but on being questfoned further she 
corfirmed the statements that on two even- 
irgs ten thousand people gathered to hear 
here and Theodore Thomas’s orchestra; 
that half crazed people leaped upon the 
stage and shouted and crowded,’ to the 
immfrent danger of Mme. Carreno’s cloth- 
ing, and -one enthusiast, standing in the 
center of the stage, woke the echoes with 
a@cry of “Three cheers for Madame Car- 
— which were given with right good 
will. 

Mme. Carreno said that her plans for the 
future comprised concert work in Germany 
and London, in the latter center in June, 
provided she fs not tired out from the 
American tour. It was fixed that she 
sheuld@ play at the great annual Rhine 
music festival, too. “When I first went 
to lfve in Germany,” said the pianiste, in 
this connection, “I was regarded some- 
what curiously as being an American. Bit 
they look upon me as one of themselys 
now.”’

The police board met last night, and 
while there was nothing startling or sensa- 
tional during the session, there were some 
very important matters attended to. 

By a resolution there will be a petitton 
sent to the city council asking for an or- 
dinance empowering the police board to 
create the office of ‘“‘sergeant of detective,”’ 

, and. from the drift of éonversation indulged 
in by the members. of the ‘board, Patrol- 

} tan Harvey Bedford will be elevated to 
that position. The sérgeant w4ll be an as- 
sistant to the captain of tives and 
his salary be the same as an ordinary . 
liceman.,' 

Hereafter there will be no such persons 
connected with the poliee department 
known as station house keepers, but those 
officers will be called “station sergeants.” 

The salaries of the janitor and hostlers 
were fixed at $30 a month. 

Commissioner Kendrick introduced a res- 
olution, which was adopted, that will call 
for the purchase of thirteen saddle blank- 
ets and as many pairs of gauntlets. Twelve 
of the saddle blankets well trimmeé with 
buff and lettef€a with the word ‘‘Police.” 
The thirteenth will be embroidered with 
gold and labeled: “Chief of Police.’’ These 
eaninments are to be used anly when the 
‘mounted men and the chief of pelice appear 
on parade. Commissioner Patterson was 
the only member of the board who voted 
against this measure. 

It transptred during the session of the 
‘board that all the members except the 
mayor believed that an extra appropriation 
for the police department would be made 
when the apportionment sheet was made. 
out bv the council finance committee in 
May. Whenever anything was said about 
this matter the mayor would smile just 
a little bit. 

Finally Commissioner Branan said point- 
edlv to Mayor Collier: 

“{ think the mayor will aid vs in get- 
ting such an appropriation as will permit 
the police department to employ the extra 
thirtv patrolmen who are so badly needed.” 

The mayor at this smiled as usual, except 
it was iust a trifle more broad. 

Chief Connolly was given leave of absence 
for. ten days to attend the national con- 
vention ef nolice chiefs. which takes place 
in Pittsburg on May 8th. 

Commissioner Branan stated that several 
of the patrolmen wished to buy 38 Smith 
& Wesson pistols. Commissioner English 
said that when a policeman shot he did so 
to kill, and that with a small pistol you 
could wound a man fatally and yet he could 
stand up after he was shot and kill the 
policeman. With a 44-caliber weapon, such 
as the policemen now carry. a shot would 
knock @ man down even if only a flesh 
wound was inflicted. The matte? was re- 
ferred to a committee. 

The question of employing an instructor 
and drill. master for the police department 
was referred to the chairman und secre- 
tary with power te act. It ts. believed that 
Captain Amos Baker will receive the ap- 
poir.tment.

Council Will Meet in Special Session 
and Act on the Mayor’s Yeto. 


A LIVELY TIME IS EXPECTED 


Councilman Lumpkin Will Move To 
Override Action of the Mayor. 


THE MOTION WILL PROBABLY FAIL 


It Is Said That Two-Thirvds of the 
Council Will Not Vote Against 
the Veto Message.

The Veal case will bob up .n the city coun- 
cil again this afternoon. 

The principal question to be settled by the 
council is the disposition to be made of the 
veto of Mayor Collier on the action of the 
council at its last meeting in deciding to 
investigate the charges. against Veal and 
fixing today as the time for beginning the 
investigation. It is said that an effort will 
be made to pass the matter over the veto 
of the mayor, but it is also said that the 
effort will fail for want of a two-thirds 
vote of the council 

Whatever the result of the effort to 
override the veto, there is certain to be a 
lively time in the council chamber shortly 
after 3 o'clock this afternoon. The matter 
will come on the reading of the message of 
the mayor announcing his disapproval of 
the action of the council and the ball will 
then be started on its path of trouble. The 
indications are that there will be some 
lively kicking and the dust will fly thick 
and furious before the session is many min- 
utes old. 

What Mr. Lumpkin Will Say. 

Councilman Lumpkin is booked to open 
the war. He will make a motiom to over- 
ride the mayor's action and a warm speech 
may be expected from him. He will tell 
the.council why the board of health should 
not be permitted to try the charges against 
Veal, as proposed by ‘Mayor Collier in his 
veto message. He will cite facts and fig- 
ures and review the charges against the in- 
spector and point out his reasons why the 
board is not the proper tribunal to go into 


the investigation, claiming that im a man- 


ner the board itself is partly responsible for 
the acts of the inspector and that the 
board is subject to criticism for the lax 
methods alleged to have been employed in 
the eonduct of the affairs of the sanitary 
department. 

Mr. Lumpkin thinks the board of health 
should mot be permitted to go into the in- 
vestigation for many reasons. He says 
Dr. Alexander has stated his belief that 
Veal i® innocent and ‘that the doctor is dis- 
qualified to try the case. He also points 
to tne fact that Judge Dorsey, chairman 
of the sanitary commutee of the council, 
end thereby a member of the board of 
health, is sick and out of the state and 
he thinks that another reason why the 
board should not try the case. 

Others Will Have a Say. 

Other members of the council will have 
tomething to say about the case on the 
same line, and still others will take an op- 
posite view and. speak for Mayor Collier’s 
side of the question. The debate will be 
interesting and some personal remarks are 
certain to be made by the councilmen. 

It is not believed that two-thirds of the 
counci! will vote to pass the matter over 
the veto of the mayor and it it now almost 
conceded that tke-triatef the inspeciur will. 
be made by the board of health, aichough 
the deSate this afternoon may bring about 
a change of sentitzent.

Strange Devotion of a Deserted South 
Carolina Wife, 


PLEADS FOR CONVICT HUSBAND 


Still Loves the Man Who Left Her 
in Poverty. 


HE IS NOW IN THE GEORGIA PENITENTIARY 


Mrs. Jones Makes Her Way to Atlanta 
To Plead for Mercy for Her 
Bigamist Husband. 


City Warden and License’ Inspector 
George Saxe listened to a pitiful tale of 
poverty and misplaced love told by a 
faithful wife in destitute circumstances 
yesterday. The woman applied to him for 
a free ticket to her home in South Car- 
Olina, from which she had made her way 
to Atlanta. to plead for mercy for her 
imprisoned husband, who is serving a term 
in the penitentiary for bigamy. 

The woman in question is a Mrs. Jones, 
who lives in a small South Carolina town 
near Augusta. She brought with her a 
bright faced little baby, poorly clad. Her 
husband deserted her and took up habi- 
tation with a Georgia woman, whom he 
afterwards married, although his {irst wife 
lived just across the state line in the state 
mentioned. 

The double husband endeavored to con- 
ceal from his first wife and child the 
knowledge that he had married again, but 
the news reached the. deserted little wo- 
man. Jones was arrested and convicted in 
the Georgia courts for bigamy and sen- 
tenced to a term in the penitentiary, were 
he is now languishing, leaving his two 
Wives and child to mourn and miss him. 

Mrs. Jones No. 1, the South Carolina wo- 
man, recently learned of her husband's 
condition, and despite the fact that she 
had been cruelly deserted and mistreated, 
and despite the fact that she was roor 
and almost unable to support herself, she 
could not forget her love for the faithless 
man she still called her husband, and 
the result was that she walked and made 
her way to Atlanta to see Governor At- 
kinson in behalf of the convict who had 
wronged her. She came to plead for a 
pardon for Jones, and yesterday she went 
to the capitol to see the govemor, 
found that he was out of the city. It was 
with a sigh that she turned away, but her 
determination to plead for the convict was 
not shaken and she declared that although 
without money or friends here she would 
wait until Governor Atkinson returns and 
then beg him to free her husband. 

During the day she called on Mr. Saxe 
and begged him to help her get back to 
her home in South Carolina, repeating the 
ead story of her love and the unworthy 
actions of her husband. She spoke kindly 
of the man who had deserted her and 
said she would do her duty by asking for 
his freedom, although she had becn left 
in destitute circumstances and cruelly 
wronged by Jones. It was plain that she 
étill loves *the man and her devotion is 
simple and sincere. 

Inspector Saxe secured the ticket for the 
little woman and when she secures an 
audience with the governor she will re- 
turn to her home with the satisfaction 
that she has performed a duty. 

“TIT have listened to many tales of sorrow 
and poverty, but this is one of the most 
remarkable cases of which I have heard,” 
said Mr. Saxe in speaking of the story of 
the woman. 


THAT VIADUCT QUESTION: AGAIN 


BRIDGE COMMITTEE WILL MEET 
TO CONSIDZR IT. 


It Is Said That Proposed Structure 
Will Cost About $150,000--Spec- 
ifications To Be Presented. 


Councilman Milt Camp will call a meet- 
ing of the bridge committee of the council 
in a few days to again take up the ques- 
tion of constructing a viaduct over the 
railroad tracks at Mitchell street. 

Mr. Camp's committee has made a thor- 
ough investigation of the matter,.and at 
its next meeting it is probable that a defi- 
nite report will be agreed upon as to the 
terms the city should propose as a basis 
of settlement with the railroad compa- 
nies.

The city engineer has fixed no definite 
estimate of the cost of the proposed via- 
duct, but it is freely stated by some that 
the improvement will cost as much as 
$150,000.

BY INSURANCE MEN 


Inquiry Apparently Reveals Start- 
ing Insurance Conspiracy. 


GRAND JURY FIND TRUE BILLS 


Connecticut Indervalty Assocation Un- 
earths an Alleged Scheme. -~~ 


MANY PROMINENT PERSONS INVOLVED 


Dr. L. P. Herrington and Agent Na- 
than Delaigle, of Burke County, 
Have Been Indicted. 


One of the most sensational trials in the 
history of the state will probably be reach- 
ed this week before Judge Callaway, of the 
superior court of Burke county. 

Last week the Burke county grand jury 
indicted two of the most prominent and 
respected citizens of the county, and the 
criminal court will investigate the charges 
which have been preferred by that body. 

If the charges upon which the _indict- 
ments were founded are proven to be true, 
one of the biggest schemes to defraud the 
insurance companies that has ever been 
perpetrated in the state of Georgia will be 
brought to light. 

Dr. P. L. Herrington, a well known phys- 
iclan of Waynesboro, and one of the most 
prominent citizens of Burke county, has 
been charged with conspiracy. At the time 
Dr. Herrington was indicted a true Dill 
was also found against Mr. Nathan De- 
laigle, an insurance agent in the employ 
of the Connecticut Indemnity Association, 
of Watertown, Conn. 

The true bills that have been returned 
and upon which the parties have been ar- 
rested charge that they are guilty of cheat- 
ing and swindiing and also conspiracy. It 
is said that both Dr. Herrington and Agent 
Delaigle will be indicted when the grand 
jury again meets on the charge of forgery. 

The little town of Waynesboro, the home 
place of Dr. Herrington and Agent De- 
laigle, is stirred to the center with excite- 
ment, and it is said that there will be 
many sensational developments when the 
case is reached in the superior court and 
the witnesses summoned deliver their tes- 
timony. 

Dr. Herrington stands high as a physi- 
cian,-and he has been practicing in Burke 
counties for a 
He held the confidence 
of some ofthe best people of that section 
of the state, and the action taken by the 
grand jury. last week caused great excite- 
ment in the community. 

Agent Delaigle has been in the employ 
of the Connecticut Indemnity Association 
for a number of years, and his work has 
heretofore been satisfactory. He is said 
to be a man of considerable means and is 
identified with quite a number of business 
ventures in addition to the insurance bus- 
iness. 


Mammoth Fraud Is Charged. 
- 

The charges upon which the true Diils | 
have been returned are of a sensational 
nature. The Connecticut Indemnity Asso- 
cfation will endeavor to show at the trial 
that both Dr. Herrington and Agent De- 
laigle have been guilty of fraud in that 
they have repeatedly attempted to misrep- 
resent parties who have applied for insur- 
ance in that company. 

One of the charges which will probably 
be made is that of forgery, and the insur- 
ance company charges that Dr. Herring- 
ton and Agent Delaigle have sent in ap- 
plications for insurance for parties, forg- 
ing the names of innocent persons, and in 
addition making gross misrepresentations. 

Early in 1895, it is said, an application 
was sent into the home office of the Con- 
necticut Indemnity Insurance - Company, 
which was signed by Handsford Sapp. The 
application was certified to by Agent De- 
laigle and Dr. Herrington. The certificate 
of Dr. Herrington showed that Mr. Sapp, 
the applicant, was fifty-eight years of age, 
sound physically and mentally, and a very 
proper person for insurance. The certifi- 
cate abso bore the personal indorsement 
of Dr. Herrington and Agent Delaigle. 

The application was accepted und pass- 
ed upon by the insurance company and the 
policy was duly issued, being received and 
the premiums regularly paid during the 
life of the insured. 

The date of the policy was April 17th, 
1896, and on May 5th, 1896, but little more 
than thirty days after the policy had been 
issued, Mr. Sapp died. 

Mr. Julius A. Burney, the genera] agent, 
with headquarters in Atlanta, was appris- 
ed of the fact of the death, and he left im- 
mediately, even before the death claim had 
been filed, reaching Waynesboro only a 
few days after the death of Mr. Sapp. 
It was the intention of Agent Burney to 
make a.prompt payment of the claim, if 
it was just. 

Detectives Are Employed. 

Agent Burney ascertained that Mr. Sapp 
Was seventy-five years of age at his death, 
so it is declared, instead of fifty-eight, as 


‘had been sworn to by Dr. Herrington and 


Agent Delaigle. He also was informed that 
Mr. Sapp was broken In health and had- 
been a physical wreck for many years prior 
to his death. 

A detective was employed and he quietly 
went to work to get at the bottom of the 
conspiracy. Dr. Herrington stated that 
he had been informed that Mr. Sapp was 
only. fifty-eight.

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PRISON. CONVICTS 
The New Law in Indiana Required the 
Change To, Be Made. 


‘NOT A SINGLE MAN WAS LOST 


Over Four Hundred and Fifty Desper- 
ate Men Were Handled. 


SPECIAL TRAINS CARRIED THE CROWDS 


Michigan City While the Latter 
Came to Southern Prison. 


Michigan City, Ind., April 12.—Probably 
the largest transfer of- prison convicts ever 
known in this country was successfully 
_garried out today. 

¥*)is affects ninety prisoners from the 
Michfga2 City prison, which were put on 
a special MOnoN train and taken to Jeffer- 


\ 


sonville, whilé from the latter place 369 
prisoners were sent here.

May be that the state 
may yet be compelled-iv £mulate the ex- 
ample of a certain general Whom, tradi- 
tion states, marched his soldiers *u'P the hill 
and marched them down again; fn “other 
words, the prisoners may have to be trari»s< 
ferred on account of legal complications. 

The last session of the state legislature 
passed a law converting the southern pen- 
itentiary into a reform school and making 
Michigan City prison the penitentiary for 
the state.- Tne law provided that all per- 
sons under thirty years of age serving their 
first sentence were to be transferred to 
Jeffersonville, the exceptions being those 
sentenced for treason or murder. An in- 
determinate sentence law was also passed. 
About two weeks ago, however, Judge 
Hubbard, of the circuit count, sentenced 
a,young man named Allison for larceny 
and declared the indeterminate sentence 
unconstitutional. Allison was given a two 
year sentence and sent to the Michigan 
City penitentiary. The prison officials. re- 
fused to accept him at first, but on the 
advice of the attorney general did _ so. 
Should the question be taken to the United 
States supreme court and Judge Hubbard's 
decision is upheld grave consequences 
might follow. 

The indeterminate sentence feature of 
the new law is probably the most impor- 
tant one. This provides that persons con- 
victed in the regular way by jury shall be 
resentenced to imprisonment for an indefli- 
nite term and may be released by the 
prison board any time between the mini- 
mum and maximum times which the law 
provides for ‘their particular crimes. 

Feature of New Law. 

A prisoner may be paroled by the board 
the day after entering the prison, but can- 
mot be conditionally released until his 
minimum time has been served. This law 
excepts only those sentenced for murder 
in the first and second degrees and for ihe 
crime of treason. 

A conference was held among the prison 
officials and the governor gave orders for 
the transfer. The utmost secrecy was ob- 
served as to the time of the departure, 
even the guards who were to accompany 
the prisoners on the train being kept ig- 
norant, “er 

At 4 o’clock this morning the real work 
of the transfer bégar. The prisoners were 
routed out arid tetf’selééted guards assisted 
the blacksmiths in fiveting the shackles. 
Two at a time they were taken from their 
cells and their legs shackled. About *wo 
hours’ time was consumed in this and then 
the prisoners were taken to the dining 
room for the last time, where breakfast 
was served them. While breakfast was 
going on the train to convey the prisoners 
to Jeffersonville was backed in the north- 
ern gate. It consisted of nine cars, the 
first coach a hospital car, the rest being 


militia who were to escort the prisoners. 

As soon as breakfast 
men lined up and were marched to the 
train. First came the invalids, eight of 
them, who were conveyed to their cots, 
and then the rest of the motley crowd, 
stumbling under their shackles. Then 
came the guards and all were locked with- 
in the cars. There was every precaution 
against a possible outbreak, everything 
that might be used as a weapon beirg 
removed. Even the doors were removed 
from the water closet and the airbrake 
apparatus taken away. The guards had no 
weapons except their heavy canes, but 
the prisoners were not allowed to leave 
their seats, anything they might require 
being brought to them, while orders bad 
been given to shoot at the first head that 
was poked out of a window. 

Train Had Right of Way. 

At 9 o’clock all was in readiness and 
one of the most remarkable excursions 
ever undertaken started on the journey 
south. The Monon officials had taken 
every precaution to insure the safety of 
the trains. Every foot of track between 
here and Jeffersonville was inspected fif- 
teen minutes before the frains passed 
and evefy bridge was carefully examined 
five minutes before it went over. Even 
the switches were spiked and the trains 
were given the right of way of everything. 
No stops were made for crossings, Gover- 
nor Mount having ,siven permission for 
this violation of state law, and no stops 
were made except for the purpose of 
changing engines or taking water. The 
train was in the personal charge of F. W. 
Quimby, the trainmaster of the Monon, 
and the crew was composed of picked men, 
veterans in the-service, who could be re- 
lied upon in an emergency. The Monon 
wrecking train was under orders all day, 
ready to start at a@ moment’s notice in 
case of accident. 

Jeffersonville, Ind., April 12.—There was 
a general air of dejection among the pris- 
oners last night. The many years spent 
within the darkened walls of the prison 
by a large number of the men to be re- 
moved, had accustomed them to a condi- 
tion and discipline they were loth to give 


up. 

Under the dispensation of the past few 
years many of the prisoners had learned 
to hope for a more congenial future, and 
while the older prisoners would still re- 
ceive poos time benefits in their new home, 
‘they looked with disfavor upon a cha 
that new environments would inevitably 
make awkward. 

The two oldest prisoners in point of ser- 
vice, who were passengers north, were 
Alexander Fleetwood, white, and Alfred 
Jones, colored.

Our new battleship fowa, which made 
its debut off the coast of Massachusetts 
a few days ago, earning a premium of 
$100,000 for .its builders, is perhaps the 
finest war vessel of its kind afloat. 

Not only in the power of fts batteries, 
but also in the density of its armor 
plate the Iowa is superior to any of the 
warships of Europe. In the following 
table a summary of the chief character- 
istics of the American vessel, together 
with those of some of its foreign com- 
petitors, are given: 

American—Iowa; guns, 4 12-inch, 8 8-inch, 
6 4-Inch; armor, 14 inches on sides, 15 inches 
on turrets. 

British—Centurion; guns, 4 10-inch, 10 4.7- 
inch; armor, 12 inches on sides, 9 inches on 
barbettes. 

French—Jaureguiberry; guns, 2 11.8-inch, 
2 10.6-inch, 8 5.4-inch; armor, 10 to 17 inches 
on sides, 14.6 inches on turrets. 

German—Worth; guns, 6 Jl-inch; 6 4.1- 
inch, 4 8.4-inch; armor, 11.8 to 15 inches on 
sides; 11.8-inches on turrets. 

Russia—Tri Sviatitelia (Three Saints); 
guns, 4 12-inch, 8 6-inch, 4 4.7-inch; armor, 
16 to 18 inches on sides, 16 inches on tur- 
rets. 

Spanish—Pelayo; guns, 2 12.6-inch, 2 ll- 
inch; 1° 6.34-inch, 12 4.72-inch; armor, 17% 
inches on sides, 19% inches on turrets. 


From the foregoing table it is evident 
that the new battleship Iowa Is able to 
hold its own with any of the boasted 
war vessels of the Buropean powers.

London, April 12.~The speech of the first 
lord of the admiralty, George J. Goschen, 
at the farewell banquet tendered on Tues- 
day to Sir Alfred Milner, the newly ap- 
pointed high commissioney of Great Brit- 
ain in South Africa, has produced a great 
sensation, and the imminence of war be- 
tween Great Britain and the Transvaal is 
the common talk of the street. 

Referring to the presence of the British 
blue jackets and marines in South Africa, 
Mr. Goschen said: 

“They are to represent to Sir Alfred Mil- 
ner the British power in South Africa. 
They are to guarantee to him and to our 
colonies, to the Joyal men who support 
British rule, that this country is determined 
to maintain its supremacy in those quar- 
ters, and that he will have at his back, 
as British high ambassador, the power of 
the British empire.”

firms the report apparently of the dispatch . 


of the British war vessel to Delagoa bay. 
The British warship Raccoon sailed today 
for Cape Town under sealed orders, Of- 
ficlals there refused to divulge her destina- 
gion, but it is rumored she is bound for 
Delagoa bay, and the report is generally 
believed. It ‘was semi-officially announced 
this afternoon that the British troops go- 
ing to South Africa are merely intended to 
relieve the regiments already there, which 
are bound for home at the expiration of 
their terms of foreign service.

There 
is no news in regard to the Turkish pris- 
oners.

Troops have been advanced to 
the frontier and the military depots have 
been moved back to positions of safety 
in the rear.

Climate and Crop Conditions. 

The climate and Crop bulletin of the 
weather bureau for March, 1896, says that 
“farming overations have beer retarded by 
wet weather in the states of the central 
valleys, and the season is somewhat back- 
ward generally.’”’ Winter wheat is reported 
winter-killed to some extent in Missouri, 
Iowa, Illinois, Indiana and Wisconsin, but 
its condition is not discouraging in Ohio 
and -is generally promising in Kansas, 
Texas, Arkansas and Oklahoma. Spring 
wheat is doing well in Kansas, and Iowa 
is preparing to increase her renee in this 
cereal. 

The chief feature of last month’s weath- 
er was the very heavy rainfall throughout 
the central valleys, the northern parts of 
the gulf states, the lake region, the north- 
ern Rocky mountain slope and the greater 
portion of the Pacific coast. The Bulletin 
adds: 


*“‘Large areas in the states adjacent to the 
lower Mississippi river have been inundated 
resulting in loss of life, great suffering and 
destruction of property. Farming operations 
in the flooded regions have been wholly 
impracticable and will be greatly retarded.” 


The Iowa. 

The satisfaction which people would fee} 
at seeing their new sea-going battleship 
Iowa steam itnto Havana harbor the next 
time General Weyler or Major Fonsdeviela 
kills an American citizen is materially in- 
creased -by a calm contemplation. of the 
facts developed by her official trial. The 
lowa is a battleship of 11,500 tons displace- 
ment. She is, therefore, nearly 1,000 tons 
larger than the Indiana type of battleships. 
Her main battery consists of four twelve- 
inch rifles, whereas the Indiana has four 
thirteen-inch guns. The Indiana, although 
the smaller sfiip, is, therefore, more heav- 
ily armed than the Iowa. What the latter 
lacks in battery power she gains in cxtra 
coal capacity. She will carry enough coal 
to enable her to steam 14,000 knots at ordi- 
nary cruising speed. It is this cruising 
ability which makes her a sea-going battie- 
ship in contradiction to the “coast line”’ 
character of the Indiana type of vessels. 

The large premium for extra speed which 
the Iowa will earn for the Cramp Com- 
pany serves to call attention to the fact 
that this is the last contragt for the con- 
struction of a warship which carries with 
it a provision for a speed premium. The 
Cramps have already received from the 
government the sum of $1,845,000 in speed 
premiums on the ten vessels they havg 
constructed for the government. The crufs- 
er Minneapolis paid them in premiums 
$416,000, and the Brooklyn and Colunipia 
earned $350,000 each. The New York and 
the Massachusetts captured $200,000 apiece,

HUNDREDS DIE OF HUNGER IN 
ICHANG, CHINA. 


Supplies of Food Are Exhausted and 
the Dread Harvest of Death 
Has Begun. 


San Francisco, April . 13,—According to 
advices brought by the Gaelic the natives 
in the vicinity of Ichang, China, are dying 
by the hundreds of starvation. 

The grain crop last year was almost a 
total failure, and as the people exchanged 
their maize for rice to last them through 
the winter, food has been séant for a long 
time. Supplies are now completely ¢x- 
hausted and the harvest of death has be- 


° ise officials are making efforts to furn- 
ish food for the starving people by sending 
in rice, but the supplies they are able to 
contributé are so small and the number 
of those in direct need is so great that 
little good is accomplished. Owing to the 
dificu't;. ef transportation of the rice in 
the famina districts, only those living 
along the waterways are aided. 

For those in the interior there is no 
help and the mortality is growing steadily. 
Even in sections that the relief supplies 
reach the amount given to each family is 
so small that it serves barely to sustain 
life and does not relieve the pangs of hun- 
ger. No estimate of the loss is given, but 
it is supposed to be ez:

“For the first time in many years the 
city of Atlanta will not be compelled to 
borrow money to pay current expenses this 
summer,” said Mr. E. C. Peters, chair- 
man of the finance committee of the coun- 
cll, yesterday. “The new eystem of pay- 
ing taxes quarterly has proved advun- 
tageous to the city and the treasury has 
been greatly benefited in the last few 
days.”” 

Mr. Peters says it is believed that when 
the tax books close on the 15th as much 
as $150,000 will have been collected and 
turned into the city treasury as a resuit 
of the new system of collecting taxes quar- 
terly. The next quarterly collection will 
be made in the middle of the summer and 
the last in the fall. The frequent coilection 
of the taxes will keep plenty of money in 
the treasury at all times and ft will not be 
necessary to borrow money during the 
summer months. 

Heretofore the city has had to borrow 
as much as $200,000 every year and the in- 
terest on the amounts borrowed has been 
something large. The new system will 
change all this.

i MOORE’S HOG WARNED HIM. 


Twice the Fat Porker Balked the Rev- 
enue Men in Their Raid. 
Moonshiner Moore's. fat hog saved him 
from the revenue men for a while, but the 
hog grew too fat and at last allowed its 

owner to be arrested. 

Moore ts a Rabun county farmer. He 
was tried before Judge Broyles yesterday 
and was sent to jail for making moonshine 
corn, as he could not give the $200 bond’ 
named by the commissioner. The man 
was arrested Sunday morning by Officer 
McAfee and other revenue men.. 

Moore was running a distillery in an 
old, deserted house, and one fine morning 
about a month ago they went to the 
house to make the raid, and then it was 
that Moore's fat hog served him in such 
good stead. : 

Just before the revenue men reached the 
house they had to pass through a small 
woodland plot of ground which hid the 
shanty where the still was in operation. 
As they walked through this fittle neck 
of woods they were startled to see a large, 
fine looking hog jump up from the leaves 
under a group of bushes and go at a 
fast run through the bushes, grunting and 
snorting as it ran. They followed as 
fast as they could. The hog had given 
the alarm to its owner, and just as the 
revenue men plunged into the clearing 
they saw a man dash out of the shanty, 
grab his coat from a rack on the side of 
the house and disappear into the woods on 
the other side of the house. 

The, officers tried to catch the man, but 
failed, and after their ineffectual chase 
of a half-mile through the tangled woods 
they came back to the little house and 
destroyed the still. 

A few days later the officers made anoth- 
er effort to catch the moonshiner, but 
the hog, who evidently didn’t warit to be 
deprived of his daily ration of still slop, 
again warned its owner of the approach 
of the officers. But the hog ate too much 
and got too fat. Early Sunday morning 
the revenue officers went again to the 
vicinity of the little house where they 
had heard the moonshiner was operating 
another still. They struck a trail close by 
the house where they had found the first 
still. They followed this and at last came 
upon the familiar figure of the big spot- 
ed hog, which was lying basking in the: 
sun. This time the hog did not run. He 
was too fat and lazy to move, and his 
only notice of the officers was to give a 
contented grunt as they passed by. The 
officers went on a few feet further and 
caught Moore, who they accused of run- 
ning the still.

Made Handsome Profit on This. 

Few more profitable real estate deals 
were ever made here in Atlanta than one 
closed by Mr. J. W. Rucker, of the Mad- 
dox-Rucker Banking Company, yesterday.

Captain L. P. Woodbury, vice president 
and general manager of the Verde Antique 
Marble Company, with principal head- 
quarters in Chicago and a branch office 
at Holly Springs, is stopping at the Ara- 
gon, and is here for the purpose of su- 
perintending the work of putting in the 
machinery for operating the works. 

A charter was obtained for the company 
by Mr. Fulton Colville, who is the attor- 
ney for the concern, last summer and 
Captain Woodbury has only been wait- 
ing for the opening of the spring to begin 
operations. 

He went up to Holly Springs yesterday 
and will probably be there for some time 
looking after the work. The machinery 
will all be of the latest improved patiern, 
and so soon as the quarries are in opera- 
tion the business of shipping the beautiful 
green stone to the various large cities of 
the country, where there is a constant 
demand for it, will begin. ; 

Captain Woodbury says that the quality 
of the stone in Cherokee county is the 
finest in the world, and the company has 
as many orders for dressed stone now Gon 
its books as it will be able ts» fill within 
the next year.

IS SENT TO HEADQUARTERS 


Commanding General Merritt Will 
Now Pass Upon Report. 


WHAT THE METHOD OF PROCEDURE I$ 


The Penalty Will Be Either a Repri- 


mand from the Department or 
Dismissal from Service. 


Within the next few days an order will be 
received at Fort: McPherson for the call- 
ing of a courtmartial to investigate the 
charges against Captain Romeyn. 

The details of the affair which has led 
up to this result are familiar to the public. 

Captain Romeyn slapped the face of a 
brother officer while on parade some weeks 
ago, and the matter being reported to head- 
quarters, Colonel Barr, of the regular army, 
was detailed to investigate the case and re- 
port. 

He has sent in his report to Commanding 
General Merritt, who arrived in New York 
Saturday, and it is a recommendation for 
the calling. of a courtmartial to investigate 
the case. 

It fs almost certain that General Merritt 
will follow the recommendation for the cal- 
ing of the courtmartial, and it wiil be for- 
warded within the next few days, possibly 
about the latter part of the week. 

The method of proceedure is somewhat 
different from ‘a courtmartial in the Georgia 
militia. The court is judge as well as jury 
and on the decision of a majority of the 
members of the court will depend the fate 
of the accused. 

The officers composing the court must 
rank the accused if taken from the same 
branch of the service, but if from different 
branches they may be bis juniors in point of 
rank. For instance, both the surgeons at 
the post can sit in the court, though they 
may occupy grades of rank below that of 
Captain Romeyn. 

He is a captain and brevet major, and all 
who are taken from the infantry branch of 
the service must hold the rank of either 
captain or major. There will be thirteen of 
them if the court is ordered, or the full 
number under military law. . 

The proceedings will be open to the public 
so far as the hearing of the testimony is 
concerned, Dut when all the evidence is in 
the doors will be closed. 

The presiding officer will then ask the ju- 

nior member of the court for an expression 
of his opinion as to the guilt or innocence 
of the accused, and his ballot will be record- 
ed. The next in point of length of service 
of the same rank wili be asked the same 
question and so on, until the semior officer 
casts his ballot. 
_ The majority rules and tf a majority of 
one is in favor of- dismissing the charges 
the accused will be cleared, and if-not, then 
the grade of the offense will be voted on 
and the penalty imposed. 

If it Is a simple. reprimand the accused 
may appeal to the department commander 
for a rehearing of the case, but if dismissal 
from the service be the result of the finding 
of the court, then only the president will 
have power to interpose in the carrying out 
of the sentence. 

The penalty for simply slapping the face 
of a brother officer will hardly amount to 
more than a reprimand, in whiéh case his 
standing will not be affected. If the verdict 


penalty that can be imposed in such a case, 
them he will lose the benefit of al) the long 
years of service and will be forcibly retired 
without pay. 

In the case of Captain Romeyn such a 
penalty would be particularly hard, as he 
will have reached the limit for retirement 
if he remains in the service until June, as 
he will be sixty-four years of age then, 
and will be entitled to three-fourths the 
pay of a captain im the regular service as 
long as ‘he lives. 

Those in a position to know do not think 
that the penalty will exceed a reprimand, 
but that will be sufficiently humiliating to 
a man who has been accustomed to com- 
mand so long, and who has seen as much 
hard service as has Captain Romeyn. 

The case is one that has attracted a great 
deal of attention in military circles amd the 
result will be watched for with eager antic- 
ipation on the part of all those who are 


* concerned in miujitary affairs.

The young girl ts sixteen years old and 
her name is Retha York. She was ar- 
rested at the still at the time the negro 
was caught, but was released by the of- 
ficers. The officers captured the dtsetillery 
last week. It was situated on the side 
of one of the highest and most picturesque 
mountains in Rabun county, and almost 
impregnable but for a path that pursued 
tts devious way over the heavy bowlders 
and along the. precipitous sides of the 
steep mountain. John Arendale was work- 
ing at the distillery, and the young white 
girl, Retha York, was standing by appar- 
ently directing the boy in his work. The 
revenue men placed both under arrest, but 
decided to release the young lady, as she 
said she had nothing to do with the still. 

The negro boy swore in court that he 
had nothing at all to do with the still, 
and that the only motive that prompted 
him to work there was to keep the young 
white girl from having to make the whis- 
ky. From what the negro swore, it seems 
that the father of the young girl is the 
owner of the distillery. They have been 
trying to capture the operators of the still 
for quite awhile, but they have never been 
successful wntil last week, when Arendale 
was captured.

Financial Gossip. 
From The Wall Street Journal. 

A gentleman in a position to know tm- 
po-stant facts said to us last night: Let 
me give you a few points which will be of 
benefit to your customers and the street 
generally. 

1, The best authorities are willing to 
wage: that congress will adjourn on or 
before the first week in June. Every pow- 
er of the administration is being bent to 
accomplish this. Nobody can say what 
the senate finance committee will report 
as a sugar schedule, but it safe to reckon 
that it will be no worse than the Dingley 
schedule. 

2. Chicago, Burlington and Quincy in- 
creased net in ‘Hebruary  $300,0.0. The 
March net earnings increased more than 
$300,000. St. Paul is going to earn in the 
fiscal year ending June 30th next consider- 
ably more for the common stock than the 
street expects. 

3. We have become so used to depression 
that bad news has an undue effect, but 
it would take very I!ttle in the way of 
good news to change this sentiment. This 
is what we want and I] believe we are go- 
ing to have it. Business has been bad for 
five years, and naturally enough there 
are weak spots, but most of them have 
been found ovt, and tthe next real move- 
ment in the market is bound to be upward. 

The continued heaviness of Tennessee 
Coal and Iron is due in part to sales by Mr. 
Hooper, who seems to have an order to 
depress the price as he gets opportunity. 
We understand that one reason for this 
selling is expected results in the iron trade 
from, the Carnegie-Rockefveller combina- 
tion. It is believed by some iron pro- 
ducers that the reduction which has been 
made in the price of ore will Bive the Pitts- 
burg makers an advantage ‘over southern 
producers and thereby) check the inroads 
which have been made by southern iron in 
the last few years. 

Offsetting this theory is the fact that 
southern iron up to date is holding its owa 
in the leading markets. Sales of southern 
iron during the month of March amounted 
to 1,000 tons a day at Philadelphia, and 
sales continue to be made at Pittsburg in 
competition with anything offered. Wheth- 
er sales are made at a fair profit is per- 
haps open to question in some cases. but 
there is no doubt that the cost of making 
Tennessee’ iron is less per ‘ton than the cost 
of any other iron. 

From The Boston Commercial Bulletin. 

A great deal is heard nowadays about 
the decadence of speculation. The stock 
exchange notes and regrets it and is seek- 
ing to apply the remedy. It believes the 
bucket shops responsible, and therefore 
it contemplates a discontinuance of the 
ticker service. There is no question about 
the decadence of speculation, but are the 
‘bucket shops the primary and only cause? 


We think not. 

The public is not and has not been for 
several years a factor in the market, and 
in our judgment the absence of the public 
is due more to methods within. than with- 
out the New York stock exchange. Too 
many restrictions have been thrown about 
trading in stocks, and compared with the 
progress made in ‘the methods of doing 
business in other Hives, those on. the stock 
exchange have practically remained at a 
standstill. 

Furthermore—and here is where the shoe 
pinches—the stock market for the past 
four years has been absolutely in the con- 
trol of shrewd, rich and unscrupulous 
speculators. These men have worked the 
market just opposite to what outsiders 
would think must be the outcome of events 
and current factors. They have fed off 
the public until the latter became disgust- 
ed and retired, and they have been feeding 
off each other now for some time past.

CORN UP IN SYMPATHY WITH WHEAT 


Trade in Provisions Were Fairly Brisk 


with Prices Higher---Hoge Re- 
ceipts Light. 


Chicago, April 12.—The bulls on the board 
of trade were in high feather today. Prices 
were advanced all along the line, and the 
bears were called upon to settle to the ex- 
tent of 2c in May wheat, %c in corn, %c 
in oats, 20c in pork, 7%c in lard and 6c in 
ribs. * ‘ 

The order of the day in all quarters was 
the covering up of short contracts, the 
result of recent hammering prices by which 
the bears forced wheat for May delivery 
at 64%c on Friday last. There was a fair 
trade and moderately active market in 
wheat during the early hours, but the in- 
terest increased considerably as the ses- 
sion advanced. The feeling was firm with 
first sales a trifle in advance, and soon 
rallied 1%c more, weakened ic, rallied “ec, 
changed some and closed 1%c@l%c higher. 
The early strength was due to the advance 
in Liverpool of 1d, Berlin also coming 
higher. There was a decrease on ocean 
passage of 880,000 bushels, and the weekly 
world’s shipments showed some reduction 
at 3,733,000 bushels, against 4,545,000 bushels 
last year and 4,640,000 bushels a year ago. 
St. Louls was strong and higher, and was 
active on the buying side here, and had 
considerable to do with the rally. The 
weather map showed more rain in Nebras- 
ka and the Dakotas, and was looked upon 
as favorable: While war possibilities were 
not quite so certain, there was a feeling of 
uneasiness among shorts and many covor- 
ed. The government crop report was appar- 
ently not mueh of a factor, and suggested 
a crop of about 306,000,000 bushels. North- 
western receipts were liberal. The visible 
showed a decrease of 96,000 bushels, 
against a reduction of 1,018,000 bushels last 
year. The total quantity now is 37,706,000 
bushels. Beerbohm said that Argentine 
was asking for offers, but the trade was 
inclined ta discredit this. The English 
visible increased 741,000 bushels. Advices 
from the northwest as to spring seeding 
were rather bullish, reporting that rain 
and floods would greatly delay the same. 
The closing Liverpool cables quoted fu- 
tures %@1%d higher. Crop advices from 
France were again unfavorable. Exports 
were moderate at 209,000 bushels, of which 
62,000 bushels were in flour. The 
advanced quietly later in the day by cov- 
ering by shorts, room traders having sold 
quite freely on the previous decline. St. 
Louis sold up sharply, and this market 
followed. Flood reports from the northwest 
were apparently the main factor. Receipts 
at Duluth were 271 cars, at Minneapolia, 
391 cars, a total of 662 cars, against 254 
cars Saturday and 379 cars last year. May 
opened a shade higher at 664%c, advanced 
to 67%c, declined to 66%c, then turned 
strong and moved up rapidly to 68%c, 
resting at 67%@68c. 

In corn, as in wheat, the shorts covered 
freely. The sources from which the shorts 
always expect to draw their supplies had 


dried up to a considerable extent this fore- 


noon. When from 23%c the shorts had 
gradually advanced their bids to 24%, 
they got all they wanted and more. The 
visible decreased 351,000 bushels compared 
with a decrease of 142,000 bushels the year 
before. May opened a shade higner at 
23%c, advanced to 24%c and closed at 24@ 
2444c. 

Oats opened with a sudden advance in 
prices, accompanied by a very buoyant 
feeling, which lasted throughout the entire 
session, shorts maintaining the trnress 
with free buying.

Governor Northen was seen yesterday, 
bur he had not been informed as to what 
steps Mr. Brown was taking in the niatter. 

He is very much in favor of holding the 
next fair here for various reasons, and 
will use all his influence to bring it here, 
provided there is not an overwhelming sen- 
timent toward carrying it. to some. other 
point, which is hardly within the bounds 
of probabilfty. 

Mr. John M. Green, who. has been an ac- 
tive worker in such matters; was also seen. 
He is, of course, in favor of: Atlanta, but 
like others he. sees ‘the. necessity of con- 
certed &ction on the part of the people of 
the city to bring about the desired result.

RIGHTS OF W LES | 


Shall the Fiery Steeds Run Through the 
Streets Unchecked? 
COUNCIL. WILL SOON DECIDE 


Ordinance Committee Will Hear from 


Stockmen on Important Matter. 
Mayor Collier Investigates. —~ 


At the next meeting of the city council 
the mule ordinance will probably be dis- 
posed of. This is a proposed law intro- 
duced by Councilman Thompson, of the 
fifth ward, and is designed to better regu- 
late the driving of the animais through 
the streets. 

The ordinance is now pending before the 
ordinance commiittee, of which Mr: George 
P. Howard is chairman. That committee 
will meet some time this week to hear 
argument. At this meeting of the commit- 
tee the stock men will appear and vigor- 
ously oppose the proposed ordinance on 
the ground that it will seriously interfere 
with their business and ruin the mule 
traffic of Atlanta. The stock men are up 
in arms about the matter. 

Several days ago it was stated by one 
of those against the ordinance that the 
city of St. Louls had tackled the mule 
question at one time by adopting a law 
similar to the one proposed for Atlanta 
and that the result was that St. Louis lost 
e trade which was worth as much as $7,000,- 
000 annually to the city. It was declared 
that the stockmen removed their places 
of business from St. Louis to East St. 
Louis because the Missouri city had leg- 
islated against the driving of mules 
through the streets, and that in retalia- 
tion the drovers quit the big city and con- 
ducted their business on the opposite side 
of the river in Bast St. Louis. 

Thinking that the question would come 
before him after awhile, Mayor Collier 
has been making an examination into the 
question, and he is just in receipt of a 
letter from the city attorney of St. Louis, 
Mr. W. C. Marshall, in which it is stdted 
that it is not true that the city of St. 
Louls has ever legislated on the mule 
question, and is not true that the city has 
lost money and business by regulating the 
driving of mules through the streets, as 
claimed by an Atianta man who is oppos- 
ing the proposed mule ordinance. 

The St. Louis city attorney says his city 
has never legislated on the matter, and 
that statements to the contrary are in- 
correct. This point will be used promi- 
nently in the consideration of the matter 
before the committee and the council, it 
having been stated that the St. Louis case 
would be cited with emphasis by the stock- 
men in opposing the Thompson ordinance. 

Atlanta is one of the big mule markets 
of the world and the council will doubtless 
give the matter thorough consideration, 
the city officials stating that it is not 
their purpose to in any way interfere or 
injure the free trading in stock, but tto 
simply so regulate the driving of mules 
as will protect life and property.

Two Divisions of the Supreme Court Will 


Begin Work This Morning, 
THE SCHEDULE IS MAPPED OUT 


Court Will Be Able To Dispose of 
Cases with Rapidity and Not In- 
“terfere with Criminal Cases. 


The supreme court will be divided into 
two divisions when it meets this morning, 
and both divisions will at once begin work 
hearing the argument in the tine number 
of cases now pending. ‘ 

Sometime ago it was decided to divide 
the court into two divisions in order that 
the cases could be disposed of with more 
rapidity. An order making the division and 
setting this morning for the time for them 
to meet was issued and everything Is in 
readiness for the two divisions to proceed. 

The court will meet this morning as a 
whole and the reargument in the case of 
the board of education of Cartersville vs. 
J. M. Purse, next friend, will be heard. 

After the argument in this case is con- 
cluded the court will hear arguments tn 
separate divisions simultaneously. The first 
division will begin its call with the North- 
ern circuit and hear argument continuously 
from day to day until the Cherokee circuit 
has been finished. After that the first divis- 
ion will hear argument in the cases from 
the Southwestern, Oconee and Brunswick 
circults, standing at the heel of the docket. 

The second division will begin its call 
this morning with the Rome circuit and 
hear argument continuously from day to 
day until all the remaining cases on the 
docket/have been heard, including those 
from the Middle and Macon circults, stand- 
ing at the heel of the docket, 

The first division will sit in the court- 
room and the second division will sit in the 
library of the supreme court. This ar- 
rangement will not interfere with the hear- 
ing of criminal cases at the times set for 
their hearing under the rules of the court. 

This division of the court with two bodies 
practically makes two courts and the cases 
will be disposed of twice as fast as they 
would were this arrangement not perfected. 

The two courts will in no manner inter- 
fere with each other nor will they inter- 
fere with the regular workings of the court 
so far as criminal cases are concerned. 

There is a great volume of work before 
the two divisions and working as they will, 
continuously and separately, they will be 
able to dispose of the cases with great 
disvatch.

|He Is Going To Organize a 
Compariy. 


Quietly and without any show of hands, 
Mr. Don M. Bain: has been at work matur- 
ing his plans for securing one of the most 
important franchises in the city. 

It is the right to put in and to operate 
a complete system.of electric burglar 
alarms all over the city of Atlanta, 

On Friday last he’ succeeded in securing 
the franchise for a period: of ‘en~years, 
for himself and his: associates exclusively. 

Having secured the franchise, he is now 
going to organize a company with a capi- 
tal stock of $50,000 to put, In the system 
and to operate it. He proposes to run the 
wires in conduits, underground, as far as 
is practicable and to use as few poles as 
possible as a measure of economy. 

His plan is to havea central station at 
police headquarters, which is provided for 
In the charter, and from thence thcre will 
be connections made ‘with every bank, 
business house, private residence or office 
in. the city which is provided with the 
alarms. 

They are to be so arranged that as 
s00n as a burglar enters a building 50 
protected the alarm will be given «t police 
headquarters, and before the thief has 
time to get away with the valuables a 
detail of police will be on the spot ready 
to apprehend him. 

Many of the great cities of the north 
and west are provided’ with such systems, 
but Atlanta is the first city in the south 
to set on foot such a movement to protect 
the property of citizens. 

The system contemplated enables the 
merchant, banker or the residents of pri- 
vate homes to lock up the buildings, af- 
ter setting the alarms at the different doors 
and windows, and then go away about 
their business, to church or to the theater, 
and should a thief break in the alarm 
is given and the pelice put on notice that 
the building at whatever number it may 
be located is being burglared. 

It is a complete system of thief catchin 
and when the company is formed the wor 
of putting it into operation will begin at 
once and the burglars and sneak thieves 
will not have such an easy thing of it 
as they have heretofore in breaking into 
unprotected buildings and looting them 
pants. the temporary absence of the occu-
